The 
Act of Remembrance will highlight 
the service. Following the service, 
Their Excellencies, Lord and Lady 
. Alexander, accompanied by the 
Senate 'and Governors, Chancellor 
O. S. IVndaic, and., Principal j,F. 
Cyril James, wlll'go to'the^Wiir 
Memorial Door. His Excellency, 
Lord Alexander, will open the 
Door and make a brief > address, 
after which the Memorial Hall will 
be open to the general public. 

The Governor General will also 
unveil a ca.ie containing trophies 
of the late Pcrcival Molton. The 
case will be located at the ^oot of 
the' main stairway, but this area 
' will; not be open to the general 
public. The unveiling will be wit- 
nessed only by friends and rela- 
tives of the late Percival Molson. 

The Memorial Hall will stand as 
« monument to the 8,627 men and 
women of McGlll w^ho served In 
thé , armed services during two 
world wars.' Of this total, 661 were 
killed in action and 1,418 were 
ftwarded military honours for out- 
ctanding 8ervic^^In|?iionour of 
these students, graduates of McGill 
Univenlty launched, a financial 
campaign j^.which has - resulted 'in 
'the erectlon 'of -Memorial Hall.

"Babur and the Mongol Empire 
was the topic of an address given by 
Prof. Noad of the English ;^Oepart< 
meiU, at a meeting of the Historical 
society last night in R.V.C. 

Babur, one of the outstanding 
oriental figures and conquerors of 
the early 16th century, a. descendant 
of Ghengis and Tamcrlain, was one 
of the men who led the Mongol 
hordes into India. 

"Aside from being a great con- 
queror, Babur is o'ne of the world's 
great poets, critics, art fanciers, and 
knowers of man," said Professor 
Noad. 

"His record Is almost unique in 
the list .of autobiography, in that

'A fierce stubborn man and cruel 
at times, Babur is nevertheless far 
from our conception of an Oriental 
Dictator. Professor Noad continued. 
He abhorred wanton cruelty, had a 
strong feeling of Justice, and a sense 
of humour. • 

One of the interesting sidelights 
in his nature is his fight with 
alcohol. Although his religion for- 
bade drink, he cahnly and cooly, 
for a time, entered into the licen- 
tious life of the nearby Persians. 
But the rowdin'ess of those- addict- 
ed to liqiior,'' shocked him,, and he 
succeeded in passing a law that no 
pi!rson who left the party drunk 
could be invited again. Later in 
life he renounced alcohol alto- 
gether. 

Babur is Interesting^aisqjlnvthat 
he left ■ n u m e r o u f^'thumtSlI 
sketches of his contemporaries, 
many of which could easily be ap- 
plied to . people we meet in our 
daily life. 

His Interest in nature, too,', was 
remarkabl a^ibÎÉ'à'aÉinUitMiy con- 
queror. KSw^S^Sf^l^é^n to 
gaze for hours at pretty flowers, 
green-clad mountains and other 
natural wonders, entranced by 
their beauty. 

Babur, then, , was primarily ■ 
conqueror. Yet he possessed thôse 
r^re qualities of honesty, magnanim- 
ity and insight which made him 
one of the most Interesting char- 
acters In history. Professor Noad 
concluded. 

The meeting was dedicated to 
Miss H. L. Haultain, formerly in 
charge of the history collection at 
Redpath who was presented with 
a volume of Blake Engravj[ngs in 
recognition of . her services.

Premiere 

Canadian Festival

The opening of the Third Cana- 
dian Ballet Festival was well re- 
ceived by the Montreal audience 
lut night at Hia Majesty'a Theatre, 
and with good reafson. Thè étend- 
ard maintained wai uniformly 
good throughout the. evening by all 
five ballet groups. 

Act Three of "Swan Lake", 
danced by Irene Aplne and Jury 
Golshalks of the GoUbelka Halifax 
Ballet Company, seemed to be out- 
standing performance of the eve- 
ning. The traditional movements 
and steps atill hold tha greatest 
appeal for a ballet audience; - the 
apectacular Coda, the effortless 
precision of the dancers, and the 
black and silver costumes all com- 
bined to create a finished perform- 
ance. 

The fusion of classical and mod- 
ern in "Vliages", performed by the 
Winnipeg Ballet Company, was well 
balanced in the choreography, cos- 
tuming and music. The dancing was 
graceful and the group movements 
always harmonious. Credit should 
go (b Dorothy Phillips for striking 
yet appropriate costumes and 
masks. 

This reviewer la not usually im- 
pressed with modern ballet, but 
the dancing of "Tittle Tattle" by 
the Ballet Ruth Sorel group, of 
Montreal almost did away with 
this prejudice. The choreography 
by Ruth Sorel and the costumes 
by Andre Jasmin were attractively 
orlfiinal, and the realistic dancing 
was well done by the members uf 
this group, particularly by Andrée 
Mlllaire as La Rose, and by Ruth 
Sorel throughout. 

The dancing of the Ottawa Ballet 
Company in "Summer Parly" was 
less clear-cut than that of th 
other groups; the emphasis seemed 
to be on elaborate costuming and 
pantomime rather than 'actual 
dancing, and (lie atmosphere more 
appropriate for a minuet than a 
ballet. 

As a curtain raiser, "Invitation lo 
the Dance" by the Vancouver Ballet 
Production Club waa pleasing, al- 
though the dancing was not qui'.e 
up to the atandard set by the other 
croups. 

The settings were effective and 
usually appropriate, and the music 
harmonious throughout, except the 
Tittle Tattle" where the discords 
Jarred. 

If the opening night of the Fei- 
tlval was a sample of the quality 
of the performances t^ come, wo 
can Indeed be proud of our Cana- 
dian ballet dancers. They are good, 
and their directors are good; they

Undergraduate s • Emotional 
Difficulties Discussed 



"Studeitts should be able to talk 
over their emotional problems, in 
strict confidence with some sym* 
pathetic person who will under- 
stand, 'who knows human ways, 
and who will not violate secrecy," 
said Or. Graham of the Allan Mem- 
orial Institute, at a Joint meeting 
of the Student Christian Movement 
and the British West Indian Society 
held last Friday evening at SCM 
House. The topic under discussion 
was "Emotional Problems in Un- 
dergraduates." Other speakers were 
Prof. B. E. Mellzer of Ihc Depart- 
ment of Sociology and Prof. D. 
Bindra of Ihc Department of Psy- 
chology. . . 

"Most problems centre around 
frustration, which can usually be 
explained by expectation. "The stu- 
dent ° has expectation in at least 
one of three fields, recreation, 
academic work and careers," he 
said. The most important is extra- 
curricular activities. Thcv student 
feels he is a success it he does well 
in them; 

Professor Meltzcr, the next speak- 
er, listed various causes of prob- 
lems In student. "Most of you play- 
ed a role of dependence before 
coming here as a student, but when 
you come here you are expected 
to take on responsibility. A stu* 
dent might be a: problem type if 
he hasn't been trained for respon- 
sibility." 

-A freshman, especially one from 
another culture, meets new prob- 
lems at the university. These will 
become important it he is not halp- 
cd by the staff or other students. 

The student might have to fight 
with conflicting or incompatible 
roles. For example, in biology he 
will meet the theory of evolution. 
He may not know whether to a6- 
scpt the religious or the scientific 
approach. 

Dr. Graham mentioned that the 
problems of mast people have 
origins in prc-coilegc life, and the 
problems become more serious in 
the cases of those who have not 
gone to college. "Thus the college 
acted as their alma mater, their 



protecting mother, before they got 
out in the cold world.'* A great 
number of those' who . have prob- 
lems' and who see a doctor are so 
ill that they have psychoses.
